AMERICA OF PLAN 


(By Associated Press) 
LONDON, July 10.—Prime Minis­ 
ter Baldwin announced in the house 
of commons today that he would com­ 
municate to the United States for its 
information drafts of the replies he 
was preparing to the German rep­ 
arations note. 
Mr. Baldwin’s statement was made 
to J. Ramsey McDonald, leader of the 
labor opposition, in reply to the let­ 
ter’s question. 
British hopes of assuming the al­ 
lied leadership in the negotiations for 
a reparations settlement with Ger­ 
many are considered here to have 
had a serious set back during the 
week end by the reasons of the speech 
which Premier Poincare, of France, 
delivered at Senlis on Sunday.
